Hidden among the rocks opposite the Great Salt Banks 
of Arizona. had lain untouched thru the centuries, the 
world’s finest deposits of asbestos. Untouched because the 
mining engineers who had explored the territory saw no 
hope of developing that country of high cliffs and deep 
eanyons, isolated from any railroad, inhabited only by the 
untamed Apaches. 


And then there came a man who made his way across 
the precipices where the trail had to be hacked out of 
the solid rock, and in time opened up to the world one of 
its best asbestos sources. That man was E. Schaaf-Regel- 
man. 

Mr. Regelman, who has been associated with the asbes- 
tos industry for twenty-five years, drifted into it from the 
allied field of metallurgy. He is by profession a mining 
engineer, altho he has never practiced his profession as 
such, 

He was born of German-French parentage, received 
his first edueation in Germany, studied at the University 
of Charlottenburg. and finished later at the Sorbonne. 
When his university days had passed, he engaged in tin 
ore dressing and smelting and was for a time the manager 
of a Continental tin smelting plant. 

After coming to America, Mr. Regelman entered the 
mineral exporting business. purchasing and exporting rare 
ores, principally for use in steel handling. It was then 
that asbestos first came into the story, being merely one of 
the many minerals that passed thru Mr. Regelman’s hands. 
As time went on he became more and more interested in 
this one product until finally, like so many other men in the 
industry, he yielded entirely to the fascination which as- 
bestos has for those who handle it. 

In 1914 began the series of explorations that eventual- 
ly led to the establishment of the Regal Mines, near Globe, 
Arizona, about four years later. During the early years 
of the war, asbestos came to be more and more in demand 
and the output was insufficient. It was at that time that 
Mr. Regelman started to investigate the asbestos possibili- 
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ties of Arizona. The history of these explorations sounds 
much like a tale of the old frontier days. 

‘‘The trip to the asbestos beds from the railroad had 
to be made on horseback,’’ said Mr. Regelman. ‘‘It was 
fifty miles of hard riding across the mountain ranges, and 
could be covered in one day only by the best of horsemen. 
I, myself, am city-bred and had never ridden a horse be- 
fore, yet I was obliged to stay in the saddle all day. 

‘* All of our mining equipment and supplies had to be 
earried on the backs of burros, and it was this same mode 
of transportation that brought back the first asbestos from 
the mines. A road has now been constructed from the 
railroad to within a mile of the mines, and it is possible

today in an automobile to make the same journey in less 
than three hours that took ten hours on horseback.’’ 


The first stages in the development of the mines were 
perilous and exciting. Some of the precipices could be ne- 
gotiated only by letting men down on ropes. The walls of 
the canyons rise almost perpendicularly and in order to 
reach the asbestos deposits it was necessary for Mr. Regel- 
man’s Indians to cut out a trail in the side of the cliff. The 
first trail was only a few feet wide and beneath it was the 
sheer drop to the bottom of the canyon. 

At first it seemed that these many difficulties could 
never be overcome, yet today motor trucks are carrying

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away asbestos from the mining camps in the heart of this 
one-time inaccessible country. 

Mr. Regelman’s enterprise and explorations culminat- 
ed in the Regal Mines, the site of which he bought in 1919. 
For the four years previous he had investigated and ex- 
plored many deposits in Arizona, taking options on various 
pieces of land until he found the one that suited him. 

‘The Regal Mines are opposite the Salt Banks of the 
Salt River, which, by virtue of the famous Roosevelt Dam, 
forms the Roosevelt Lake above the dam,’’ said Mr. Regel- 
man. ‘‘There is an interesting saga which the Indians tell 
about the Salt Banks. They say that Manitou has blessed 
the place with peace and forbidden all strife there. The 
mountain lion and the sheep may come to lick the salt rock 
and the lion would not devour the sheep. There even the 
white traveller was safe from the hostile Indians, and from 
this location, blessed since the dawn of history, comes the 
best asbestos in the world.’’ 

Mr. Regelman’s holdings in Arizona comprise about 
1000 acres, but he also has extensive business interests in 
the Canadian asbestos field. He also imports asbestos from 
South Africa, India and Russia. In addition to his office at 
Globe and his headquarters at 220 Broadway, New York 
City, he maintains offices in Hamburg and Amsterdam to 
look after his foreign interests. 

As he sits conversing leisurely in his New York office, 
Mr. Regelman does not at first seem like the man who 
dared precipice and wildness. He has the suavity and 
punctilious manners typical of the European university 
bred gentleman. He is genial and easy to approach. He 
does not put a wall about himself as so many successful 
men feel they have to do in order to maintain their self 
importance. 

Large of build, with brown hair and moustache, and 
eyes that show a good deal of humor, he appears much 
younger than his age, and as he grows absorbed in the story 
of his adventures it becomes easy to imagine him with his 
Apache guides, penetrating the Arizona canyons. 

Mr. Regelman is above all an ‘‘asbestos’’ man. He has 
an affection for the industry itself, aside from its commer- 
cial possibilities. The walls of his office are lined with show

If you had a salesman, or a department manager, in 
your employ who devoted four-fifths of his time to telling

being interested in such a service, however, we could get 
no farther than the first sentence. 


How many firms have failed because they had the 
wrong sales plan, or no plan at all? We could name at a 
moment’s notice several companies which have large and 
wonderfully equipped manufacturing plants; which have 
facilities for filling orders, promptly, efficiently, and with 
the best quality goods, but which have practically no sales 
plan at all. They are wonderful manufacturers, but they 
ean’t get the orders for goods to manufacture. 

Often such a condition is the result of the principal 
executive being a manufacturing man—he knows the pro- 
duction end from A to Z, but he knows nothing about sales 
—probably never sold a dollar’s worth of goods in his life. 
That is no disgrace, of course, but it is a decided handicap, 
and one which he should be willing to overeome by employ- 
ing someone who can take charge of the selling end. A 
real sales manager with unlimited authority in such a plant 
would earn his salary several times over. 

It may be mighty gratifying to vanity to be a little 
tin god but sometimes it isn’t as profitable as if the honors 
are shared with someone else. 

Build the’ right sales plan—or let someone else do it 
who knows how—then go ahead. 


A New Sub-division of Imports. 


Our readers will note that we are repeating the Janu- 
ary import figures on manufactured asbestos goods in this 
number, but they will also notice that these figures are di- 
vided as to materials, in the classifications yarn, woven fab- 
ries, fabric packing, other packing, shingles slate wood 
and lumber, asbestos cement, and other manufactures. 

There is noticeable an apparent discrepancy in the fig- 
ures under ‘‘other manufactures’’ from Belgium. We be- 
lieve that most of this large quantity should properly come 
under the head of shingles, slate, ete. The figures are being 
rechecked by the Department of Commerce in an effort to 
determine whether an error has been made. 

Meanwhile we hope that this division, which has cost 
us some trouble and expense to obtain, will be of interest 
and use to our subscribers.

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Salesmen’s Tactics. 


It is always conceivable, of course, that manufactur- 
ers, and the heads of large contracting firms, who main- 
tain large selling organizations, do not know just what 
tactics are employed by their salesmen in obtaining orders. 

A rather peculiar sales argument came to our notice 
a few days ago. a practice which we do not believe would 
be smiled upon by reputable manufacturers or contractors 
if they were aware of it. 

A contractor was asked to quote on a certain pipe cov- 
ering job. He had done quite a bit of work for the same 
firm on several occasions, and it had apparently given sat- 
isfaction. This particular job, which was a superheated 
one, required 3” covering as a minimum, and the quotation 
was made on that basis. 

About the same time a salesman from a competitive 
firm came along and told the engineer that 2” covering was 
just as good, that it was not necessary to cover flanges and 
that the engineer’s own men could put it on. 

The last suggestion was a permissible argument (tho 
probably not a very profitable one) but we cannot see the 
rightness of the first two. The salesman was in reality de- 
frauding the firm of money just as much as tho he had 
taken coal from the company’s bin. The company was pay- 
ing for insulation and they got pipe covering instead. 

The circumstance was recited to us in the discussion 
we are conducting with contractors on various subjects of 
interest to the contracting trade, but it appeared to us to 
be a subject of interest to manufacturers as well. 

And it is just one argument added to a long list of 
reasons for educating the consumer and the engineer to the 
use of proper insulation.

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Blue Asbestos In the Chemical 
Industry

The chemical industry is perhaps unique among the 
industries of the world in the multiplicity of materials with 
which it has to deal and the enormous difficulties it has 
to overcome. 


Asbestos, and particularly blue asbestos, is one of these 
many materials, and it has frequently assisted the chemi- 
eal manufacturer in the development of his processes. 

It has been said that the manufacture of sulphuric acid 
is the back-bone of the chemical industry, and it is in this 
basic industry that blue asbestos figures so largely. 


The need for a fibrous substance capable of being used 
either as such or as a spun yarn, or as a woven fabric 
which will resist the attack of the strong mineral acids, 
has been met by the range of blue asbestos products mar- 
keted for some years past, principally by the Cape Asbestos 
Company, Limited, of London, which guarantees all its 
fibres, cloths and yarns to be 100% chemically pure blue 
asbestos, and free from all organic fibrous materials, a point 
of vital importance to the chemical industry. 

The war has been mainly responsible for the devel- 
opment of the production of oleum, and in this process 
one of the principal parts is the medium for holding the 
platinum catalyst. Pure blue asbestos net cloth is the most 
satisfactory article yet produced for this purpose. 

An essential point in nitric acid plants is the making 
of a good joint on the fume mains, condensing system and 
towers. These joints are best made by butting the pipe in 
the sockets with a ring of blue asbestos millboard, then 
running two or three turns of blue asbestos plaited yarn 
packing of the requisite size, or. if preferred, blue fibre can 
be used, and the joint is finished off with asbestos putty 
containing blue asbestos fibre. 

For use in pumps for strong acids, there is a specially 
prepared blue asbestos greasy graphited packing which will 
obviate the necessity for the frequent renewal of pump 
gland packings. In fact, wherever there is a use for as-

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bestos in acid production, blue asbestos, by reason of the 
fact that it is resistant to acid, is to be preferred. 

The chemist, again, is frequently confronted with the 
difficulty of filtering acid or other corrosive liquors, and 
the expense and delay in the frequent renewal of filter 
cloths can largely be overcome by the use of pure blue as- 
bestos in such cloths. For this purpose both white and 
blue asbestos, either in the form of a specially woven cloth 
or in that of loose fibre, is a most useful medium for all 
kinds of filtering operations. 

The engineer, when erecting brick work which has to 
carry acid fumes, is met at once by the difficulty of making 
a satisfactory joint. The testimony of the leading suppliers 
of concentrating plants is that acitite cement (which is 
hard setting cement incorporating blue asbestos fibre) is 
the only real acid resisting cement on the market today. 

The rapid development during recent years of electro- 
lytic processes has created a demand for a diaphragm cloth 
which will withstand the corrosive action of dilute acids 
and more particularly dilute alkalies, and provide a gas 
and liquor-tight partition. A particular type of asbestos 
cloth, preferably of chemically pure white asbestos. is pro- 
duced for this purpose in connection with the manufac- 
ture of electrolytic hydrogen and oxygen, for which today 
there is so great a demand in many directions. 

In the Fauser process, the use of a blue asbestos dia- 
phragm cloth has met with remarkable success. 

In carrying out furnace operations in either the works 
or the laboratory, it is very desirable to protect the opera- 
tor, and for this purpose asbestos clothing should be used, 
either a complete suit, which comprises hood, coat, trousers 
with spats attached, and gloves, or just an apron and gloves, 
or perhaps the hood, or whatever article suits the particu- 
lar requirements. White asbestos cloth is the best material 
for this purpose, and has been used with great advantage 
in a large number of instances. 

To the chemical manufacturer who does not overlook 
the importance of the efficient heat insulation of his plants, 
blue asbestos has a special appeal. as its acid resisting fea- 
ture is unique among heat insulators. The atmosphere at 
a chemical works is generally contaminated to a more or 
less degree with corrosive gases which will rapidly destroy 
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almost any other coverings save blue asbestos. It is con- 
tended that with blue asbestos removable coverings on pipe 
lines and plant, you have the most efficient, the most dur- 
able, and the cleanest form of covering on the market. 

The adaptability of the blue asbestos mattress also 
should appeal to all users of chemicals. It has proved its 
pre-eminent virtues in that it is so extensively used on sul- 
phite boilers, pulp digesters, ete. 

The mattress type of covering is the most suitable for 
all kinds of vats, evaporators, stills, pulp digesters, steam 
ovens, and the like, as it is capable of being quickly re- 
moved at any time and replaced without damage. 

To go at length into all the asbestos goods which are 
of interest to the chemical manufacturer is not possible in 
this article as there are endless examples of how the use 
of asbestos has helped the chemical manufacturer out of 
his difficulties, nor are the possibilities by any means ex- 
hausted, as new developments in the uses of asbestos in 
the chemical industry are continually arising.

The Application of Pipe Covering by Consumers 


The discussion of this problem in the April issue brought 
to the Editor’s desk some very interesting comments and sug- 
gestions. 


For instance, one man, who has been selling and applying 
pipe coverings for years, tells us that under present conditions 
he is more pleased than otherwise when a large concern decides 
to do its own application work, his reason being that when he 
sells the pipe covering he knows exactly the amount of profit 
he will make, but when he takes a contract, it is subject to so 
many varying factors, many of them beyond control, that he is 
never very sure how he is coming out—‘wonders if he is going 
to get his money back,” to quote him specifically. 

We doubt very much, however, if the younger contractors 
would agree with this view, for, first of all, the element of un- 
certainty but adds zest to the game. Then also, everyone ac- 
cepts as a fact, the economic theory that the greater the risk, 
the greater the profit (if any profit at all). 

Others will argue that a great many of the factors can be 
kept under control, at least to a certain extent. Possibly the 
most uncontrollable one is your competitor’s price. In many 
cases your competitor, and perhaps you yourself, forget for a 
moment, that it is better to lose the business altogether than 
to take it at a figure which shows so little profit that the gain 
may be entirely eaian out by just one or two little things going 
wrong. 

Another of our readers gives it as his opinion that every 
year sees, and will continue to see, more pipe covering appli- 
cation work beng done by the consumer himself. Especially 
is this true in the case of homes. When you consider that the 
cost of applying pipe covering on a small house heating plant 
is as much, and in many cases more, than the cost of the ma- 
terial itself, it is not to be wondered at if the “handy” man 
decides to apply the covering himself. In these smaller build- 
ings the heat loss due to improper application would probab- 
ly be so little that it would take a great many years for it to 
equal the cost of application by the regular pipe covering me- 
chanic. And again, the difference in time (the inexperienced 
workman or handy man naturally taking more time to the job 
than a regular asbestos worker would) does not begin to equal 
the difference in cost, because the handy man’s time is worth 
much less. 

All these, of course, are arguments for the application by 
consumers. Let us see what the other side has to say. 

The opinion is general that the application of pipe cover- 
ing to the large steam plant by inexperienced workmen, is not 
economical from the plant’s point of view. In the first place 
the intricacies of the large steam plant makes the application 
of pipe covering a very difficult matter, and for this reason 
the inexperienced workman takes much more time to do the 
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work, makes an ill looking job in most cases, and, because of 
the difficulties of application, there are many places so im- 
properly covered that heat can easily escape. 

Secondly, it is a simple rule of arithmetic that the large 
steam plant, burning many thousands of tons of coal in a year, 
and running at high pressure day in and day out, will show a 
much greater loss in dollars and cents, even proportionately, 
than the small house heating plant. Where the savings by the 
proper application in the residential buildings mean a few dol- 
lars a year, in the large steam plant it may mean hundreds, or 
possibly thousands of dollars. 

One of the contractors has a rather unique plan by which 
to persuade the large plant owner to have his insulation applied 
by experienced mechanics. This contractor asks that his me- 
chanics may do a small portion of the work as a sample, so to 
speak, or as a guide, for the work to be done by the plant’s 
own workmen. In many cases the result is that the plant’s en- 
gineer and his helper are ashamed of the work done by their 
inexperienced workmen and it generally ends by giving the 
whole contract to the contractor. 

The success of this plan has been confirmed by another con- 
tractor, working in an entirely different section o1 the country, 
who tells us that if he gets the chance to do the application 
work on the job, even tho a small one, it is not hard to land 
the next one, even, in some cases, in spite of the fact that his 
competitors have quoted a lower price. This contractor, of 
course, prides himself on tne excellent quaity of his work. 

There is another angle from which to discuss this problem 
—that is in connection with the steam fitter or heating con- 
tractor, but we will leave that go until another time. 


The Asbestos Workers of Buffalo, N. Y., are at present on 
strike, they asking $1.12% per hour, instead of the present rate 
of $1.00. 

The strike of the Asbestos Workers of Rochester, N. Y., who 
asked for $1.12% per hour, instead of the previous rate of $1.00, 
has been settled, (on April 18th) by an agreement reached be- 
tween the contractors and the Workers, whereby the pay for 
the first three months subsequent to April 18th would be $1.05, 
and thereafter $1.10. 

We wish all contractors would send us news of strikes or 
other items of interest to contractors in general. 

Also continue to discuss the subject of Application by Con- 
sumers. There are a great many contractors from whom we 
have not as yet received comments. 


Next month we expect to print information as to wage rates 
in the larger cities.

Fuel Cost Rating of Buildings 


The subject of house insulation, treated rather gener- 
ally in the April issue, is receiving more specific attention 
in several different directions. 

For instance, just as the April issue was mailed, we 
noticed in the Literary Digest an advertisement of Johns- 
Manville, Inc., offering to the public ‘‘ Houseline,’’ a sheath- 
ing material for use between floors, under roofs, in walls, 
and, in fact, as its name indicates, a lining for the whole 
house.

At about the same time our attention was called to 

the work being done by the Bureau of Industrial Research 

of Chicago, for this same cause. The Bureau of Indus- 

trial Research, having nothing to sell, begins at the bottom, 

and figures, first of all, the exact heat loss in various types 

of buildings, or, as they term it. the ‘‘fuel cost’’ of build- 

ings. Thus, they have worked out a chart showing the heat 

lost thru walls and ceilings of four different types of 
houses. See above. 
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The desired result is the establishment of the Better 
Building Registry, the object of which is to furnish owners 
and contractors who build good structures (large or small) 
with eredentials to which the building is entitled. Thus 
all buildings will be rated as to ‘‘heatability,’’ and a bur- 
eau will be created in every city and town of importance 
for the purpose of so rating the buildings and distributing 
the information to those interested. The ultimate effect 
will be reduction in the number of poorly built and poorly 
heated houses, flat buildings and industrial structures. The 
evidence concerning the building would be analogous to 
evidence as to the condition of the real estate title furnished 
by an abstract. The establishment of a branch registry in 
the offices of a trust company would extend the facilities to 
any city and town, and the registry would serve the public 
by furnishing information on any registered building. 

Thru such bureau or registry it would be impossible, 
when a building is for sale, for prospective customers to 
learn whether the building is easy or hard to heat, and 
the amount, in tons, of coal or other fuel it will take to 
heat it comfortably. 

Ultimately, of course, such a system would lead to bet- 
ter building standards, for naturally, if it is possible to 
tell, before buying, the amount of coal necessary to heat the 
building comfortably. that factor would influence very 
greatly the customer’s decision. The better constructed 
houses, showing low ‘‘fuel cost,’’ would naturally be more 
readily salable than the flimsily put together dwellings 
which show a high rate of fuel consumption. 

Moreover, it is claimed by the Bureau of Industrial 
Research that buildings which are not constructed to re- 
sist the exit of heat in the winter, or the entrance of solar 
heat in the summer, rapidly deteriorate because the changes 
in temperature thruout are greater and more frequent and 
cause a movement of all the members, resulting in the 
opening of seams and cracks for the entrance of cold winds. 
Likewise, the building which has the most permanent value 
is the one which has the greatest uniformity of tempera- 
ture indoors. 

Such a movement, while not yet entirely worked out, 
is worthy of thought and effort, shows the trend of the 
public mind, and has the one rather unusual feature of 
benefitting practically everyone.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


Of all the industries which affect the Asbestos market, the 
automobile and building industries are the most important. 
And these two industries are at present, apparently, going in 
opposite directions, for the slump in retail sales of automobiles 
is causing the manufacturers to proceed cautiously, while build- 
ing has not abated, and in fact is going ahead faster than ever. 

The falling off of retail sales in automobiles is attributed 
by some largely to the lateness of the spring, but the general 
belief is that the late spring would not account for all the 
slump. 

There is no question however, that the building industry 
is continually on the increase. During the first quarter of the 
year the contracts let in the 36 eastern states covered by F. W. 
Dodge Corporation, showed the tremendous total of $1,034,870,- 
900, and the figure for March alone was $433,340,300. 


Raw Material. 


When we turn from general business conditions to those 
of our own industry, what do we find? Very little change in- 
deed. Practically none at all in the raw material end. Slightly 
lower prices, perhaps, in some of the lower grades; the mine 
operators still working, with probably more chance of success 
than previously thought, toward an overall organization for 
the sale of their material; and the continuance of the efforts 
of the mine operators to bring about government regulation; 
practically no change in demand. 

E. J. Wilson, a Consulting Mining Engineer, and well known 
thruout the asbestos industry, advocates an intensive and ex- 
tensive advertising campaign to stimulate trade. 

“It seems to me,” said Mr. Wilson, in a personal interview 
with our representative, “that the temporary curtailing of pro- 
duction, and the wholesale advertising of asbestos on an ex- 
tensive scale, offers the most feasible solution to the present 
situation.” 

Mr. Wilson declared there was little hope for betterment 
of conditions within the trade, until miners as well as manu- 
facturers lent the proper co-operation and put their shoulder 
to the wheel. “They could do much to alter the present con- 
dition, obtaining in all lines of trade, if they would but face 
the situation as it is, cut down production and turn their 
thoughts to advertising their product.” 

Mr. Wilson but recently returned from the mining district 
of Canada, and after a careful study of conditions, says that he 
found only a few of the mines, with unusually rich deposits, 
making money. 

The May 2nd issue of the Financial Times, Montreal, con- 
tains an article headed “W. G. Ross Suggests Basis for Settling 
Asbestos Troubles” and the May Ist issue of the Journal of 
Commerce of Montreal, prints a very well written, tersely put 
article under the title “What is Wrong with the Asbestos Indus- 
try”, the authorship of the latter being unknown. Those of 
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our clients who are interested in the Raw Material Market 
should read these two articles. 


Asbestos Textiles. 


In the Asbestos Textile Industry we find the general ex- 
pression that business is moving along satisfactorily, one of the 
manufacturers stating that the quarter just closed has been 
a very good one and that he expects the balance of the year to 
continue at about the same rate. The demand for Asbestos 
Textiles seems to be healthier than has previously been the case, 
and more constant. 

Prices are still low, in fact there has been little change. 
One of our clients expresses it as his opinion that the bottom 
has been reached and any change which may occur will be up- 
ward. For the good of the Industry at large, we hope so. 


Brake Lining. 


The Brake Lining Market is reported to be fairly good, and 
better than at this time a year ago. 


Paper and Millboard. 


Paper and Millboard show a slightly greater volume than 
at this time last year. Prices, altho low, are fairly firm. 


Insulation. 


In the face of increased building the insulation market has 
little to fear so far as demand is concerned. Price should react 
to the same melody, but at present does not seem to be able to 
strike the right note. The price of labor is so high that con- 
tractors evidently believe it to be their duty to supply the ma- 
terial at cost in order to offset the high application charges. 
Volume of insulation business this year is better than last. 
June and July, and in some places August are the low tide 
periods in the insulation line. 


Shingles. 

The shingle business continues exceptionally good, demand 
being such that it would not be possible for domestic manufac- 
turers to supply the demand, even if no foreign material was 
coming in. 


Summary. 

On the whole things do not look so dull, and there are many 
reasons believe that conditions will improve all along the line, 
particularly in view of the real efforts which are being put 
forth by many manufacturers and groups to hasten such im- 
provement.

Comments on the European Situation 


Returning from an extensive tour of European countries, 
Walter R. Leventritt, President of the Asbestos & Mineral 
Corporation, says that he found conditions abroad considerably 
altered within the industry since the World War. 

While his report of the market abroad was not encouraging, 
due to the depressing effect felt in all lines of industry from 
the staggering war debt, Mr. Leventritt feels the dawn of pros- 
perity is near at hand. 

Mr. Leventritt believes that the report of the Reparations 
Committee, in a satisfactory adjustment of the War debt, will 
do much to stabilize a panicky market and encourage recon- 
struction work abroad. 

“Altho the demand for asbestos showed considerable gains 
in Europe immediately following the War” says Mr. Leventritt, 
“virtually all reconstruction work in the countries made deso- 
late by the late conflict, has ceased, and consequently little raw 
material is being used by our former allies. The English mar- 
ket has been lost by Canada to South Africa. France and the 
Balkan States, struggling under the burden of the war debt, 
are unable to buy and the consumption of asbestos in these 
countries is therefore comparatively nil.”
